"Washington, Sept. 21.—Admiral Dew-

London, Sept. 2.1.—"While Mr. Kruger 


and Dr. Leyds are drawing up peti- 
tions to President Roosevelt and the 
czar, asking them to intervene, the 
fighting Boers are helping themselves 
in South Africa by celebrating the ex- 
piration of the period in which Lord 
Kitchener proclaimed they must sur- 
render by four notable successes—kill- 
ing 68 officers and men, wounding 63 
and capturing 5 guns and 300 men. 
The situation is singularly like the 
opening of the war two years ago, the 
names of the same places recurring in 
the dispatches. Utrecht, where Major 
f?ough wns entrapped, was the scene 
of a similar ambush eighteen months 
back. Acton Homes, where the Boers 
yesterday reappeared, is eighteen miles 
southwest of Ladysmith. prominent in 
the early hostilities, and the Natal co- 
lonials are mustering for the defense of 
the Tugela, as when General Joubert 
invaded Xatal in IS'.K). 


Fi^htiuK In C«pe Colony. 


In Cnpe Colony lighting is again go- 


ing on south of Stormberg in territory 
traversed by raiders and their pursuers 
half a dozen times. 


The government's publication of these 


reverses causes nn outburst of exasper- 
ation against the conduct pf the war 
not in South Africa, but by the minis- 
try.

"I have no doubt there will be many 


joint sessions of the judiciary commit- 
tees of the two houses during the ses- 
sion," he added. ''The best legal talent 
of the land will be called upon to assist 
the attorney general In pointing out 
constitutional methods for reaching the 
seat of the trouble. The need is evi- 
dent. The pressure for legislation will 
be very great, possibly pushing con- 
gress to go to an unwarranted extreme. 
Some action .will undoubtedly be taken 
that is in consonance with the consti- 
tution and will not infringe on proper 
freedom of speech. 


"A statute prohibiting gathering of 


anarchists is not improbable. Just un- 
der what circumstances the prohibition 
will be made effective and how it will 
be enforced must be determined by in- 
vestigation."

In addition to that. Senator Allison 


said that some measure placing a se- 
vere penalty upon any assault on the 
chief executive of the land was being 
discussed by the leaders of the Repub- 
lican party. 


The Marquette club, which adopted 


resolutions for the extirpation of an- 
archism at its memorial services at the 
Auditorium Thursday night, does not 
intend to let the matter drop there. 
The members of the club will appoint 
a committee to formulate ways and 
means for the carrying out of the cam- 
paign against anarchy. Tho plan is to 
have the matter brought before con- 
gress when It assembles. 


W. L. Bush, president of the club, 


said the move is not to be a political 
one. It is desired that every liberty 
loving citizen of the republic should 
help to urge the national and the state 
legislatures to pass at the earliest pos- 
sible moment laws against anarchy a? 
stringent as the constitution will per- 
mit. The plans suggested range from 
deportation of anarchists to prevention 
of meetings of all persons who speak 
against republican form of govern- 
ment.

process can so manipulate the unsuspect- 
ing instrument or the equally innocent 
negative that were a camera endowed 
with the sense of perception it would 
never recognize its own handiwork. 
| 


Of late years trick photography and ' 


features of the photographer's art, and 
effects are easily produced which belie 
the subjects at which the camera is aim- 
ed. But the question naturally arises, 
How can this be done when the camera 
has to record the impression of things as 
they are? It is by juggling with the per- 
spective or by simple mechanism only 
that these apparent phenomena in the 
photographic line are produced. 


In the first place it is necessary to un- 


derstand that there is a difference be- 
tween trick photography and so called 
]"fake" photography. The term "fake" 
photography is applied to the transposi- 
tion of subjects from the original back- 
ground to a new one in which the person 
or group taken may never have been. It 
is "trick" photography which is the 
more interesting, as it calls for a certain 
lamount of cleverness and ingenuity on 
'the part of the operator. 


One of the best examples of this sort 


of picture taking is the photographing of 
a person in a bottle. Now of course no 
studio is possessed of a glass bottle large 
enough to hold a human being, and the 
dullest beholder ninst suspect a trick. 
The explanation, how ever, of the manner 
in w Inch it is done is surprisingly simple. 


In this instance a single plate is used. 


The subject to be taken in the bottle is 
first placed in front of a black back- 
ground and taken with a carefully timed 
exposure of just enough duration to 
bring out the object distinctly. 
Then 


tho empty bottle is placed against a dark 
background, and, after carefully adjust- 
ing the focus so that the object first 
taken may be well within the lines of the 
neck, bottom and sides of the bottle, a 
picture of this bottle is taken on tho 
name plate at just twice the exposure of 
iho first object photographed. When the 
plato is developed, the bottle naturally 
t'oiuea up first, with the first impression 
neatly inside, as it appears. 


Some few years ago photographers 


were puzzled and members of the the- 
atucal profession amused by the publi- 
cation of a fceries of photographs of pop- 
ular actresses who are noted for their 
ample propouions as much as for their 
ability to entertain large audiences. But 
in tho pictures they were shown with 
FJ Iphlikc forms, although the produc- 
tions wore unmistakably photographs. 
At first it was claimed that the decep- 
tion was caused by the employment of 
mirrors, but in reality it was merely tak- 
ing advantage of one of the elementary 
laws of perspective. 


A certain corpulent actress was posing 


for her picture in the studio of a theat- 
rical publication. The photographer had 
placed her at a dressing table. But in 
order to create the illusion of a dressing 
loom he found ho would have to use a 
side piece. This he did and in choosing 
one took a screen on whieh was the litho- 
giaph of a weighty burlesque queen. 
Greatly to his surprise when the plain 
\\as developed the picture of the actress 
came out all right, but the woman on tho 
poster waa shown as having a tall and 
extremely thin figure. It then occurred 
to thc experimenter that the camera had 
caught the refracted rays from 
the 


screen at a tangent, and the surface, be- 
in^ flat, consequently showed its hori- 
zontal lines considerably narrowed. 
lie then conceived the idea of repro- 


ducing in a similar manner the photo- 
graphs of celebrities of ample girth, 
which made a decided hit. 


Another mystifying spectacle is that of 


n person or group shown twice on one 
plate. This is done by covering half the 
plate for the first exposure and then util- 
izing the unused half for a second pic- 
tuie while thc first is kept caretully 
screened from the light. By the employ- 
ment of mirrors, many queer effects may 
be introduced, but that savors a little 
stronger of charlatanism. 


The fake photograph is mainly the 


product of the exigencies of the modern 
illustrated daily and the general "cnssed- 
ness" of celebrities when they ought to 
be together instead of staying far enough 
apart to be ont of common focus. The 
fake photograph ought only to be used 
as a last resort, but they are so easily 
made that they are resorted to on the 
slightest provocation. 


These photo'grapbs come into play 


mainly when group pictures are wanted, 
and the shears and pastepot go far to 
their making. For instance, suppose an 
ocean liner is to sail on which are booked 
a few senators, a duke, a party of jock- 
ej s and a popular actress. To. get the 
picture of the pier and ship is an easy 
matter, but to be fortunate enough to 
obtain at the same time those of the well 
known passengers is a different matter. 


This difficulty is got around by the 


photographer first getting the picture of 
the surrounding as a background and 
then taking on separate plates those of 
such of the voyagers required of whom 
they happen not to have a photo in stock. 
After these are developed thc pictures of 
the individuals arc cut out, after first be- 
ing reduced to>t£e necessary size, pasted 
on the desired background, and the whole 
is reproduced, generally in half tone. In 
this way are taken the pictures of the 
high divers who are cleverly transposed 
to thc top of photographs of high poles 
or spring boards. As may be inferred by 
this "unprofessional" method, a subject 
may be placed in any background. 


Then there are the, freak photographs.

The following very remarkable story is 


told in "James'Russell Lowell and His 
Friends" (Scribner's), by Edward Everett 
Hale. He is writing of Sidney H. Gay, 
then managing editor of the New York 
Tribune. 


"1 have never seen In print Gay's story 


of that fearful night when Lincoln was 
killed. But one hears it freely repeated in 
conversation, and I see no reason why it 
should not be printed now. 


"With the news of the mnrder of Lin- 


coln there came to New York every other 
terrible message. The office of The Trib- 
une of cours* received echoes of all the 
dispatches which showed the alarm at 
Washington. There were or'ders for the, 
arrest of this man, there were suspicions 
Of the loyalty of that man. No one knew 
what the morrow might bring. 


"In the midst of the anxiety of such 


hours to Mr. Gay, ^he.acting editor of 
that paper, there entered the foreman, of 
the typesetting room. He brought with 
him the proof of Mr. Greeley's leading 
article, as he had left it before leaving 
the city for the day. It was a brutal, bit- 
ter, sarcastic personal attack on Presi- 
dent Lincoln, the man who when Gay 
read the article was dying in Washing- 
ton.

V'cture of Charles M. Schwab, presi- 
dent of the United States Steel corpora- 
tion, and some statements made by 
him about the labor nnlons an(i the 
workingmen. The following is what 
appears: 


"The question of organized labor is 


not a question of wages. It is a ques- 
tion of more vital importance. It is a 
question of administration, of running 
your own works in your own way. I 
have nothing to do with labor organi- 
zation, hut if I was a workingtnan, and 
I was at one time, I would not belong 
to a labor organization. They put all 
men on the same level. 


"If I was a bright, alert, competent 


man, I would not be put In the same 
class with the poorest man. 
Organ- 


ized labor means that no man can ad- 
vance unless all the others advance." 


I used "appears" advisedly in allud- 


ing to Mr. Schwab's statement because 
there is so much more In it than ap- 
pears in the printed word. Interpreted 
according to Its spirit, this is what Mr. 
Schwab says: "If I were in a ship- 
wreck, I would rush for the. lifeboat 
ami leave all the weaker men, women 
and children to look out for themselves. 


"If I were in the lifeboat nnd I were 


'bright, alert and competent,' I would 
not consent to an equal division of the 
food; I would take what I wanted and 
let the weaker ones take what was 
left." 


"If I was In a burning building, I 


would force my way out, even if In do- 
Ing so I must trample on Momen and 
children and wet my feet in their 
hearts' blood." 


Tliis Is the spirit of what Mr. 


Schwab says, and yet I cannot think 
he knows what manner of spirit he is 
of. It Is an old saying that to tho 
man wearing green spectacles every- 
thing looks green. To tbe man wear- 
ing commercial spectacles everything 
boars a commercial appearance. Not 
for a moment can I believe that Mr. 
Schwab would act, in case of a bhip- 
wn.x'k or a fire, as Is Indicated by what 
he writes he would do as a working- 
mini. 


1 imagine that his actions, translated 


Into words, would bo these.: "1 am 
bright, alert and competent. I um not 
n. pig; 1 am a man. As such these 
men and women are my brothers and 
sisVers. Thej may not be bright, alert 
n/id competent. All the more, then, 
they need me. 1 inn now a cowatdly 
brute to seek my own safety nnd wel- 
fare regardless of my comrades In 
danger. My brightness, alertness and 
competence shall be used In their serv- 
ice. 
At least I can see that the strong 


(ties among them do not forget that 
they are men nnd, like beasts, trample 
down the weak ones. If 1 were to 
save my life now, -while there Is hope 
of rest-tie, and leave those to perish 
whom I might help, the shame and re- 
gret of It would hnunt me as long as I 
live." 


Of course Mr. Schwab would not stop 


to reason this all nut. Being "bright, 
nlert and competent," as by implica- 
tion he says he Is. ho would act In- 
fctantly, and, not having on his com- 
mercial glasses, he would act like "u 
mini and ;t brother." 


Nothing ever showed me the utter in-

When the manager of one of the lines 


I of ocean steamers was asked what prepa- 
ration his company makes for saving pas- 
sengers in case of accident, he said: 


j 
"In the first place, we don't expect to 


' have an accident." 
| "But if you do?" 
"Then we have lifeboats, life preserv- 


ers, life rafts, lifelines and all tbe para- 
phernalia required by law. 
Our steam- 


ers sail between New York and an Eng- 
lish port and are therefore subject to the 
regulations of the British board of trade 
as well as to the American rules. In or* 
der to clear a vessel carrying passengers 
from a British port we must be inspected 
or surveyed by the British surveyors be- 
fore we can get a certificate. This has to 
be done before every departure from their 
ports. That means we are surveyed by 
their inspectors every few weeks. When 
that takes place, all our fire apparatus is 
examined, and we have to go through a 
pai t of the boat drill. A certain number 
of the lifeboats are swung overboard to 
show that the davits are in working order, 
nnd one of them is lowered to the water. 


"We used to have drills at sen, hut 


that meant that the whole ship's company 
must appear ou deck. The firemen came 
up in their undershirts or without them, 
as the case might be. The stewards, the 
cooks, the butcher, and the baker, aud 
the scullion—everybody turned out. 
It 


wasn't what you might call a dress'pa- 
rade, and we gave it up. Drills are had iu 
port now. We have lifeboats with a ear- 
rjing capacity of 1,500, although we rare- 
ly have more than 1,300 or 1,400 souls 
aboard. 
When wo have carried over 


l,r>00 out from England, we put on rafts 
for the balance." 


A big ocean steamer carries a whole 


fleet of lifeboats. Here is the list of the 
boats corricd by oue of tbe German 
steamers: Ten bteel boats of a capacity 
of 520 cubic feet each, two bteel boats o£ 
o.~)0 cubic feet each, twelve collapsible 
boats of 304 cubic feet each aud two 
wooden ones of 124 and 153 cubic feet re- 
bpeethely. The cubic capacity of a bout 
is of inteiebt because upon that depends 
the number of persons it can carry. Ac- 
cording to the law in this country, the 
carrying capacity of a lifeboat on an 
ocean vessel is found by multiplying the 
en hie capacity by six and dividing the re- 
sult by ten. According to this rule, each 
of the largest steel boats above mentioned 
would be allowed to carry thirty-one pas- 
sengers. As a matter o( fact, they are ex- 
pected to carry fifty or sixty. 


The lifeboats are always ready for use. 


They are not elaborately stocked, but 
faih one carries a certain list of articles 
stowed away so as to economize space as 
ninth as possible. 
Each boat contains 


two casks of water, a case of ship biscuit, 
nine oars, extra oarlocks, sail and mast, 
fireworks for making signals of distress, 
lamps, oil, hoot compass, axes, rope lad- 
ler with wooden, rungs, bailers and plugs 
for stoppinig leaks. 


The Chipping regulations in this coun- 


try require an annual inspection of steam- 
ers which "must be made only ou written 
application" by the owner, master or au- 
thorized agent. 
Our shipping laws are 


modeled on those of Great Britain, but in 
thirf re-pec t are considerably less rigor- 
ous. 
We have no inspector to see that

The certificate then isshed is good until 
the next annual inspection. As-£or the 
drills, there is a law requiring them to 
take place once :i week, and the fuct tliat 
Hie drills are held to be entered in the log- 
bool:. Excellent law. If the drill io al- 
ways held and recorded and the busy in- 
spector looks through the logbook for the 
\\hole year and satisfies himself that it is 
all there, then the excellent law is most 
excellently observed. 


Here is the Britibh regulation for the 


inspection of steamers carrying passen- 
gers from British ports: "A t>hip sball not 
clear outward or proceed to sea on any 
voyage unless she has been surveyed un- 
der direction of the immigration officer at 
the port of clearance, but at the expense 
of tho owner or charterer thereof, by 
two or more competent surveyors, to be 
appointed, etc. The survey shall be made 
before any portion of the cargo is taken 
on board, except so much as may be 
necessary for ballasting the ship and such 
portion, if laden ou board, shall be shifted, 
if required by the surveyors." 


While the proportion of passengers lost 


at sea is remarkably small, the propor- 
tion of those who die at sea is still small- 
er. 
Obscure persons unaccompanied by 


friends are recommended not to shuffle off 
their mortal coil on shipboard unless they 
have a fancy for being buried at sea. 
Steerage passengers who die—and they 
form the majority of those who do—are 
always buried at sea and ia very short 
order too. 


In the cnse of cabin passengers it all 


depends on circumstances. All steamers 
carry one special coffin, but as a general 
thing only one. This can be hermetically 
sealed and would he used for bringing 
into port the body of any one of especial 
consequence or of any one accompanied 
by friends who objected to a burial at sea. 


If a man was not well known and was 


unaccompanied by 
friends, 
his body 


would not be carried to port unless the 
ship wns only a day or two from landing. 
Tho steamship man who gave this infor- 
mation said it wns rather a delicate ques- 
tion whether a corpse had any rights. 
UP did not know whether the friends of 
n person who had been buried at sea 
would have a right to protest because hia 
body had not been brought to them. The 
cnptaiu's word is law aboard ship, and if 
ho chose to bury anybody who had died 
ho would probably be within his rights.— 
New York Sun.

"The English face is a trifle dim in the 
iad's eye, and yet one may think of the 
gh. forehead and the high cheek bones.

tfeT Jew face is easily differentiated, and 
16 may say the same of the Irish face, 
emory may slightly mix for the mo- 
ent the Chinese and the Japanese face, 
it still the line of difference is clearly 
arked.

"But I was speaking of the American 
ice, with its lack of distinetiveness," 
ic observant citizen continued.

Lmong the home folk there are certain' 
hings which will enable one to call up a 
ace which is probably distinctive in its 
Lmericanism, and yet it could not be ac- 
epted as the face which would correctly 
nd adequately represent the whole race 
f Americans. For instance, there is 
chat may be popularly called the Reu- 
icn face, the face which one may find in 
he rural sections of the United States, 
he face of the agriculturist and the 
armer. There is a certain type in the 
emoter country sections which is prob- 
ibly peculiar to Uncle Sam's domain, 
md yet it would fall far short of repre- 
enting the American face, just as fav 
hort as the grotesque portrayals re- 
erred to in connection with other races 
ind other nationalities. It would only rep- 
esent a small number of Americans, and, 
vhile the type is thoroughly American 
md substantial enough in its represents- 
ion, 
it would give no idea of the facial 


ippearance of the vast majority of 
American citizens. 
"Thus it would be with every other 


•lass, or one might take all the classes 
tnd make a composite picture, copying 
'rom each thp characteristic that was 
(lost marked in its Americanism, and 
ret'the picture would fall much below a 
'aithful portrayal of that infinite cosrno- 
>o)itanism of Iho American face as it 
•cully is. And it would still lark that dis-

•all up the face of some representative 
)t another race whero the features are 
nore strongly differentiated."—New Or- 
cans Times-Democrat.

Out of the thousands of professions 


that of the stage is probably the only one 
which can boast that a busy post office is 
maintained for its exclusive benefit. 
To 


:hose few laymen who know of this of- 
ice's existence it jjk^nowu as "the Ac- 
tors' postoffiee." To" the members of the 
profession, for which, it is intended, it is 
inowu. far and wide as "The Mirror." 
So other letters but those intended for 
members of the" theatrical profession are 
received at this ppstofliee, and a most 
rigid censorship is' exercised. Outsiders 
and schemers who might try to use the 
office for their own purposes would fail 
at the outset, for their missives would be 
promptly sent to the general delivery. 


The actors' postollice was established 


many years ago in a corner of the oilice 
of The Dramatic Mirror, a newspaper de- 
voted to the affairs of stageland. It has 
never been a very large office, but its 
business and importance to its clients 
have both increased to such an extent 
that it is now a recognized and necessary 
institution. It is also one of the hubie^t 
little offices in the United States, for 
nowadays nc actor or actress troubles to 
give a private address. 
It is taken for 


granted that all correspondents know 
that the easiest and quickest method <>£ 
sending a letter to a theatrical person is 
to send it to The Mirror office. 


In this way the little olfice has become 


the clearing house for all theatrical cor- 
respondence. 
Most traveling theatrical 


companies furnish a printed route list, 
with the name of each town and the date 
at which each theater will bo visited (lur- 
ing the season, accompanied in each in- 
stance by the date. 
Thus the actor's 


friends know where and when to write to 
him at all times during the season. It 
happens sometimes that an acquaintance I 
is not sure of the route, and this is where ' 
the little postoffice comes in. The letter is 
sent in care o£ The Mirror, which pub- 
lishes each week a list of all letters re- 
ceived. These are held until called for or 
sent for. An actor who is playing in San, 
Francisco, 
for 
example, 
will 
glance 


through the letter list and, finding his 
name there, will send a stamp to the 
postmistress, Mho will forward his letter 
to any place on his > route, according to 
instructions. 


If a theatrical manager wishes to com- 


municate with an actor whose address he 
does not know, he sends the letter through 
The Mirror, feeling sure that it will roach 
him through that medium. Thus the lit- 
tle postmistress is kept buhy, \\hilo many 
amusing incidents occur just outside her 
iron grating.

stories, too, if she were so minded, of let- 
ters that never cnme and humorous anec- 
dotc,s of the pompous demeanor of some 
>lnyers who come to inquire for letters 
with as tragic a mien as though tl ey 
were enacting a scene from "Hamlet."

JDattlesliips Slide on Soap and Tallow 


"It costs from $4,000 to §5,000," said 


the manager of one of our biggest ship- 
building yards the other day, "to 
launch a battleship. 


"The building of ways for the ship 


to slide down is the main item, and 
then comes the greasing. Every inch 
of timber over which the vessel slides 
must be covered with a lubricant. 
Soap and taliow form the main ingre- 
dients. We use a layer of beef tallow 
nnd a layer of soft soap. From one to 
one and a half tons of the stuff is re- 
quired to move the average battleship. 


"The tallow is spread on first to the 


depth of about three fingers, and tho 
workmen use big flat trowels to make 
the surface as smooth as possible. 
Then they pour over the soft soap, 
which is just thick enough to run, or 
about the consistency of tar. 


"Tho double coating answers admi- 


rably, and the ship glides into the wa- 
ter quickly and easily. If it sticks, it la 
likely to spring some of the vessel's 
plates, and accidents of that kind arc 
so costly that nothing la spared to 
avert them."

heard or r«wd," said the assistant cashier 
of thp Capital National bank, "was re- 
lated by Governor J. Hoge Tyler of Vir- 
ginia in an address of'welcome made to 
the American Bankers' association in an.

ARSENIC FACTORIES. 


Rabltn Acailred by the People "Who 


Worls In Them. 


White arsenic is the form in which ar- 


senic is taken by the peasants of Stji'i.i 
and the Tyrol. Professor Schallsru^l.fr 
of Gaotz was the first to call attention ti> 
this practice in a report which he made 
in 1822-to the Austrian, government on 
the cause of the numerous deaths from 
arsenic poisoning in those districts. IIJ 
found that arsenic was kept m most of 
the houses in upper Styrin under the 
name of "hydrach," evidently a corrup- 
tion of "huttenraucli," or furnace smoke. 
His statements made were subsequently 
confirmed from personal observation by 
a Dr. McClagan of Edinburgh, but for 
many years afterward the arsenic eaten 
were generally disbelieved in, and it was J 
not till 1SGO that C. Heise published con- 
vincing evidence.

the treatment. 


In the arsenic factories of Snlzberg it is 


stated that workmen who are not arsenic 
eaters soon succumb to the fumes. The 
manager of one of these works informed 
Mr. lleise that he had been medically ad- 
vised to eat arsenic before taking up hit 
position. 
He considered that no one 


should begin the practice before 12 years 
old nor after 30 and that in any case aft- 
er 00 years of age the daily dose should 
be gradually reduced, since otherwise 
sudden death would ensue. 
If a con- 


firmed arsenic eater suddenly attempts 
to do altogether without the drug, he im- 
mediately succumbs to the effects of ar- 
senic poisoning. The only way to obviate 
this is gradually to acclimatize tho sys- 
tem by reducing the dose from day to 
day. 
As another evidence of the cumu- 


lative proper)ies of arsenic it is inteiest-' 
ing to note that when the graveyards iu 
upper Styria are opened the bodies of the 
arsenic enters Can he distinguished by 
their almost perfect state of preservation, 
duo to the gradually accumulated arsenic.

courts and the charges they make for 
their eerviees that there must be aftine- 
thing occult about the science ot ctrirog- 
rnphy and that the ways of the band- 
writipg expert must be queer and devi- 
ous. 
To hear one of these men explain 


his science, however, it all appears excep- 
tionally simple. 
One of the best known 


of these experts a few days ago explained 
his plan of work in this wise: 


"When n writing of unidentified au- 


thorship is Rtibaiitted to me, I nun to de~ 
teimiue the dissimilarities it exhibits from 
a conventional standard. 
Every pejson 


writes with a certain general movement. 
the«,e movements being classified undet 
the heads of forearm movements, wrist 
movements and finger ino-sements. 
Tho 


trained eye can see at a glance according 
to what general system the writing' is 
penned. 


"This anonymous writing we call, the 


'suspect.' 
The suspect i* now carefully 


analyzed. Every letter in every word ia 
dissected, and each departure from the 
standard is noted. These dissimilarities, 
taken in full, will he invarably found to- 
be characteristic of the writer. In spite 
of himself they will appear to a greater 
or less extent in everything that he writes. 


"Having thus analyzed the suspect. I 


take up the specimens of. known author- 
ship and rogaidcd as being very likely of 
identical authorship with the suspect. 
These specimens we call the exemplars, 
They are anal;, zed and dissected, just ni 
in the case "of the suspects. 
It ^ ill be 


very easy in most cusps to say that cer- 
tain of the exemplars could not have been 
penned by the author of the suspect, nnd 
after more careful examination it will be 
possible to say with accuracy whether the 
suspect was written by the •niiter of ouo 
of the exemplars, and if so. which one. 


"Tn eases- of disguised handwriting the 


difficulty is generally not greatly increas- 
ed. A person simply cannot avoid betray- 
ing himself in his penmanship, nnd al- 
though ho may successfully disguise a 
few letters, in the main the natural dis- 
siuiilniities from the accepted standard 
will bo evident and unmistakable. 


"In cases of disguised handwriting the 


expert must first determine the method of 
the disguise so ns to know what are the 
real and what the unreal features of il'e 
person's regular handwriting which ai«! 
lieie displayed. 
Having determined tho 


method the rest is easy, for an ndjn-4- 
ment can he made in everv case, just ,n 
the surveyor allows in his calcul.it 10 i 
for abiioimal influences upon his 
i 0111-
